3. A neutral commission should be established, to which it 
would be possible for the Andartes to surrenders But tole 
will be helpful only under certain conditions. Tf we of 

the mountain surrender, life in our villages will be unbeare 
able, because great ami small in our villages have pecomea 
ovr enemies, and it will be 4mpossible for ue to live in 
cur villages for some time. Therefore the following coi- 
ditions mst be observed: 


a. We must be located someshere else for one or two 
months in order 49 vest, to cabs and to be clothed, 
and toa recover from the great hardships which ¥e have - 


suffered. 
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For at least six months work must be given us far 
away from ovr villages, so that in the meantime 
some of their suffering may be forgotten. 


The Government must stop its persecution of dem 


ocrats. 


The Government must remove the Kapetanel of the 
Right (note: reference is to the rightist para- 
military bands) who exercise no self-restraint. 


The Government must render real justice rather 
than exercise a party prodigality.
